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Baseballers  Fight 
For  First  In  GSC 

Coach  Alvin  (Cracker)  Brown's 
Demon  baseballers  were  battling 
to  remain  out  front  in  the  Gulf 
States  Conference  at  press  time 
for  this  edition  of  the  Columns. 

Going  into  a  non-conference 
double  bill  against  Centenary 
College  Thursday,  April  29,  the 
Demons  had  an  over-all  record 
of  16  wins  and  9  losses  and  a 
10-6  mark  in  the  GSC,  good  for 
first  place. 

Northwestern  had  four  remain- 
ing GSC  games,  two  at  South- 
western and  two  at  McNeese. 
The  Demons  were  scheduled  to 
meet  the  Bulldogs  Saturday,  May 
1,  and  the  Cowboys  Monday, 
May  3,  in  the  final  baseball 
action  of  the  season. 

Southeastern  was  making  a 
determined  bid  for  first  place 
and  split  a  pair  of  games  at  Nat- 
chitoches Monday,  April  26. 

Northwestern     has     combined 
'  good  hitting  with  effective  pitch- 
ing by  Tommy   Stewart  of  Doy- 
line,  Charlie  Johnson  of  Shreve- 
port,     and     Ronnie     Arnold     of 
Mooringsport.    In    25    games    the 
Demons  had  blasted  out  15  home 
runs,     five     in     one     contest     at 
I      Southeastern.    This    was    several 
!    1  times   the   home   run    production 
,  of  the  past  season  and  probably 
well   on   the   way   to   the   setting 
'  of  an   all-time  mark  in   this   de- 
partment. 

I  The  primary  reason  for  North- 
western's  push  upward  to  the 
top  spot  was  a  complete  shutout 
of  Northeast.  The  Demons  won 
two  from  the  Indians  here  and 
shocked  the  Monroe  team  by 
winning  a  pair  on  their  home 
field  recently.  Only  Southeastern 
has  won  more  than  one  contest 
from  Northwestern  this  season, 
taking  a  pair  at  Hammond.  The 
Demons  split  games  with  Louisi- 
ana Tech  (2-2)  and  Southwestern 
(1-1),  but  won  two  from  Mc- 
Neese. 


Gymnasts  Win  AAU  Title 
To  Climax  1965  Season 

A  young  Northwestern  gym- 
nastics squad  climaxed  a  success- 
ful season  recently  by  winning 
the  Southern  AAU  title,  their 
first  in  several  years.

The  Demons  won  a  triangular 
meet  at  Hammond  and  a  quad- 
rangular meet  at  McNeese  as 
they  opened  the  season.  Later, 
they  finished  second  in  the  Byrd 
Relays  and  third  in  the  College 
Division  of  the  Memphis  Relays. 

However,  injuries  to  all-around 
track  star  Monty  Ledbetter, 
Gary  Johnson,  senior  pole  vault- 
er  and  high  jumper,  and  several 
other  performers  made  victories 
impossible  in  later  meets. 

At  press  time  for  this  edition 
of  the  Columns,  Coach  Ernest 
(Slim)  Howell  was  hopeful  that 
most  team  members  would  be 
ready  to  participate  in  the  North- 
east Invitational  at  Monroe  Sat- 
urday, May  1.  However,  he  was 
reluctant  to  take  any  chances  of 
losing  his  top  point  producers 
before  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence championships,  which  were 
scheduled  at  Natchitoches  here 
Saturday,  May  8. 

Britisher  Eddie  Watt,  distance 
runner,  was  the  leading  point 
scorer  for  the  Demons,  followed 
by  Dick  Reding,  who  has  per- 
formed well  in  the  shot  put  and 
discus.  Other  top  point  producers 
have  been  Irishman  Tony  Ward, 
Bob  Dufalo,  Glenn  Ermatinger, 
and  Amos  Grodjinovsky,  who 
once  competed  in  the  Olympics 
as  a  representative  of  his  native 
Israel. 

Dufalo  has  set  a  new  college 
record  in  the  880-yard  run  and 
Reding  a  new  mark  in  the  shot 
put.  Watt  has  set  new  marks  in 
the  two-mile  run,  indoors.

Two   Faculty   Members   Plan    Retirement 
Following   Outstanding   Service    At   NSC 


j  Two  members  of  the  North- 
t  western  State  College  faculty  are 
j  scheduled  for  retirement  this 
'  year. 

I      Noble    B.    Morrison,    professor 
I  and  head   of   the   Department   of 
!  Business,    with    35    years    of   ser- 
'  vice   on    the   Northwestern    State 
College  faculty,  will  retire  at  the 
close  of  the  present  semester.  Dr. 
j  John    B.    Robson,      professor    of 
education  and  former  dean  of  the 
School   of   Education,    will   retire 
in  the  summer  after  20  years  as 
a   member   of  the   NSC   faculty. 
Mr.  Morrison 
Mr.     Morrison     was     born     in 
Osage  City,  Kan.  He  received  the 
bachelor  of  arts   degree   in  busi- 
ness from  the  College  of  Emporia, 
in    1923.    Having    taught    at    Tola 
Junior   College   from    1923-29,   he 
completed  the  master  of  arts  de- 
gree  at    the    University    of   Iowa 
with  a  major  in  business  in  1930. 
Morrison,     who     came     to     be 
known   as   "Mr.   Business   Educa- 
tion"   within   the   state,   came   to 
Northwestern    to    assume    duties 
as    head    of    the    newly-founded 
commerce    department    in     1930. 
Under  his  able  direction  the  de- 
partment grew  and  was  re-named 
the    Department    of    Business    to 
be  more  in  keeping  with  the  ex- 
panded program. 

More   than   1500  students   have 


graduated  in  the  department  dur- 
ing the  35  years  that  Morrison 
has  served  as  head.  The  Depart- 
ment currently  offers  degree  pro- 
grams with  majors  in  accounting, 
business  administration,  business 
education,  and  secretarial  science, 
and  a  two-year  terminal  program 
in  secretarial  science. 

Morrison  recalls  that  during 
his  first  year  at  NSC  President 
Tison  called  him  in  and  told  him 
that  the  financial  condition 
could  force  closure  of  the  depart- 
ment. Morrison  never  received 
further  word.  The  department 
now  has  12  faculty  members,  two 
graduate  assistants,  and  an  en- 
rollment of  majors  in  excess  of 
600. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morrison,  the 
former  Bashie  Estelle  English  of 
Robeline,  have  three  children, 
Carlisle  B.  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
Leonora  Morrison,  who  is  teach- 
ing at  an  Air  Force  school  in 
Germany,  and  Emelyn,  a  junior 
speech  therapy  major  at  NSC.

the  master  of  arts  in  education 
from  LSU  in  1936  and  the  doc- 
torate in  education  and  psycho- 
logy from  Peabody  College  in 
1944. 

During  his  career.  Dr.  Robson 
has  made  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  education  throughout  the 
state.  Prior  to  joining  the  NSC 
faculty  in  1945  as  dean  of  the 
School  of  Education,  Dr.  Robson 
served  four  years  as  a  classroom 
teacher  in  Alabama  and  Winn 
Parish  high  schools;  eight  years 
as  principal  of  Vowells  Mill, 
Cloutierville,  and  Robeline  high 
schools,  three  years  as  supervisor 
of  Natchitoches  Parish  Schools, 
and  ten  years  as  high  school 
supervisor  for  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.

A.  C.  Maddox,  a  native  of 
Faulkner  County,  Ark.,  and  for 
32  years  head  of  the  Mathematics 
Department  of  Northwestern 
State  College,  passed  away  at 
Our  Lady  of  the  Lake  Hospital 
in  Baton  Rouge  April  29.

One-Half  Game 

Coach  Alvin  (Cracker)  Brown's 
1965  baseball  team  came  very 
close  to  at  least  a  tie  for  the 
Gulf  States  Conference  champ- 
ionship, winding  up  the  season 
with  a  13-7  mark,  one-half  game 
behind  Southeastern,  which  fin- 
ished with  a  13-6-1  tally. 

The  hard  luck  Demon  nine  had 
a  creditable  season  with  an  over- 
all record  of  20  wins  and  11 
losses. 

Three  Demons  were  named  to 
the  All-Gulf  States  Conferenec 
team  selected  by  coaches  at  the 
annual  spring  meeting  here  Sat- 
urday, May  8.  They  were  out- 
fielder Dean  Sclavounos,  pitcher- 
first  baseman  Tommy  Stewart, 
and  utility  Billy  Ray  Duckworth, 
who  played  outfield,  took  a  turn 
at  catcher,  and  also  played  a  lit- 
tle at  first  base. 

Although  they  failed  to  win 
All-GSC  honors,  several  other 
players  were  outstanding.  These 
included  pitchers  Ronnie  Arnold 
and  Charlie  Johnson,  outfielder 
Harry  Wilmore,  and  infielders 
Richard  Anderson,  and  Don  Rob- 
inson. The  1965  Demons  were  an 
improved  squad  and  displayed 
lots   of  spirit   and   hustle. 

Pitcher  Tommy  Stewart  won 
six  of  seven  starts  in  GSC  play 
and  Ronnie  Arnold  pitched  three 
shutouts  in  the  conference,  one 
a  perfect  game. 

Most  of  the  squad  is  expected 
to  return  and  Coach  Brown 
should  have  another  top  team 
next  season.

Tennis,  Golf  Teams 
Get  Third,  Fourth 

Northwestern's  tennis  team  fin- 
ished in  a  tie  for  third  place  in 
the  Gulf  States  Conference  ten- 
nis tournament  here  while  the 
golfers  had  to  settle  for  fourth 
place  in  the  tourney  at  the 
Natchitoches  Country  Club,  both 
conducted  May  6  and  7. 

The  tennis  team  went  into  the 
GSC  tournament  with  a  5-5  sea- 
son record.  Lloyd  Wallace,  No.  1 
singles  player,  lost  his  first 
match  to  Margo  Alvarez  of 
Northeast,  who  went  on  to  win 
the  title.

Track  Team  Ends 
Se'^^on  With  3rd 
Place  GSC  Finish 

Northwestern's  track  team 
completed  its  season  here  Satur- 
day, May  8,  with  a  third  place 
finish  in  the  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference  championships. 

Starting  the  season  with  two 
first  place  finishes  in  meets  at 
Hammond  and  McNeese,  a  sec- 
ond place  at  the  Byrd  Relays,  and 
a  third  in  the  College  Division  of 
the  Civitan  Relays  at  Memphis, 
the  team  suffered  from  injuries 
sustained   by   key  performers. 

The  Demons  finished  fifth  in 
the  Southwestern  Relays,  fourth 
in  its  own  NSC  Relays,  and  sec- 
ond in  dual  meets  at  Northeast 
and  McNeese. 

Three  Demons  won  events  in 
the  GSC  finals  and  each  effort 
broke  a  record.  Bob  Dufalo  set 
a  GSC  and  NSC  mark  by  running 
the  880  in  1:50.3.  Glenn  Ermatin- 
ger set  a  GSC  mark  with  a  toss 
of  233  feet  1  inch  in  the  javelin. 
Dick  Reding  set  a  new  GSC 
record  in  the  shot  put  with  a 
heave  of  53  feet  1  inch.  He  had 
earlier  set  a  new  NSC  mark 
with  a  toss  of  53-6. 

Although  he  had  to  settle  for 
second  place,  Gary  Johnson 
broke  his  own  school  mark  in 
the  pole  vault  by  clearing  15 
feet. 
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
